session of the legislature last night. 
The decree declaring the priests no 
longer citizens leaves them liable to 
expulsion from the country, under 
provisions of the federal constitu- 
tion.

action to the other legislatures and 
to the federal congress.

Wheeler In Lead 


Wheeler was leading by one vote, 


with 12 precincts still to be count- 
ed, when Sisman filed his petition. 
It created a furore on the recount- 
ing board but no time was taken 
then to study it. Copies were served 
on Mr. Wheeler and on Oscar J. 
Schmiege. the third candidate for 
district attorney. 


Specifically Mr. Sigman charged

More Than Score of Pris- 


oners on Stand in 


Maillefert Case 


Jacksonville, Fla. —(<P)— Tales of 


brutal treatment accorded Arthur 
Maillefert, who died in a prison 
sweatbox with a chain about-his 
neck, were told by stripe-clad con- 
victs as a jury considered murder 
charges against the two guards 
blamed in his death today. 


More than a score of Maillefert's 


fellow prisoners at the Sunbeam 
prison camp where the young con- 
vict from New Jersey died await a 
call from prosecution attorneys to 
take the witness stand. They were 
assembled here from prison camps 
throughout the state following their 
transfer from Sunbeam, near Jack- 
sonville, after Maillefert's death. 


George M. Courson, acting cap- 


tain of the camp, and Solomon Hig- 
ginbotham, a guard, are on trial for 
murder in Maillefert's death. The 
defense contends the convict stran- 
gled himself rather than serve a 
nine year sentence for robbery. But 
the state contends the camp offi- 
cers were responsible. 
Testimony 
that 
Higginbotham 


said he "would rather kill Maille- 
fert than eat" came from the lips of 
William Roberts, serving 45 years 
for robbery. Roberts also testified 
Captain Courson said when Maille- 
fert was placed in the sweat box 
June 1 that he would be kept there 
"until Christmas—if he ain't dead." 


Cleo Drew, another convict, said 


Courson placed a chain 
collar 
around Maillefert's neck and fast- 
ened one end to an overhead raft- 
er. Later when Maillefert took a 
drink of water given him by an- 
other convict, Drew testified Hig- 
ginbotham said, "that chain ain't 
tight enough; he can still drink wa- 
ter." 


Testimony Attacked 


All the testimony was subjected 
to bitter attack by defense attor- 
neys, who contended the convicts 
had made different statements at a 
habaes corpus hearing sometime 
ago when Courson and Higginboth- 
am were released on bonds of $5,- 
000 each. 


Drew testified Higginbotham told 


Courson he would have shot Mail- 
lefert if an employed laborer at the 
camp had not interferred -when 
Maillerfert was recaptured after an 
attempted escape. 


W. D. Liggett, an employed la- 
fa o r e r, 
testified 
Higginbotham 


threatened "to let these dogs chew 
you up" when Maillefert was re- 
captured. He said the convict asked 
another laborer to go to the con- 
vict camp with him "so they won't 
kill me when they get me back." 


The witness said Maillefert was 


too weak to 
stand when he was 
returned to the camp and that he 
was placed in the sweatbox and 
chained despite the protests of con- 
victs. 


Mrs. Julia Maillefert, mother of 


the dead convict was among spec- 
tators in the court room. She wept 
silently as the neck chain, the 
wooden stocks which were fastened 
to Maillefert's feet, and a barrel in 
which the state charges he was 
confined without clothing were in- 
troduced as prosecution evidence.

ONE VOTER'S CHOICE 


The Presidential 
campaign is 


now entering its final phase. The 
main position of each side 
has 


been disclosed; the general align- 
ment of forces is reasonably clear. 
Barring the unforeseen and the un- 
predictable, the independent voter 
probably knows as much today as 
he will know on election day about 
the choice which is opened to him. 
I am venturing, therefore, to set 
down here the reasons why, after 
much hesitation and serious mis- 
giving, the 
election of Governor 


Eoosevelt now seems to me prefer- 
able to the re-election of President 
Hoover. 
• * * 


That the reader may be under no 


misapprehension, let me begin by 
avowing a definite prejudgment. I 
believe, with all due respects for 
their virtues, their 
sincerity, and 


for their 
specific 
achievements, 


that during the eleven years they 
have been in power the Repub- 
licans have pursued a course which 
"has been disastrous, to the country. 
They have, it seems to me, miscon- 
ceived fundamentally the position 
of the United States in the post- 
war world. They adopted a doc- 
trine of isolation which, by with- 
drawing 
American co-operation 


from the work of political recon- 
struction, brought about a situation 
where the settlement 
of the war 


could neither be enforced nor eas- 
ily revised. The result has been a 
period of 
prolonged instability, 


•which in the last 
twelve months 


became so costly and so dangerous 
to ourselves that the Hoover Ad- 
ministration was forced tacitly to 
acknowledge the fallacy of isolation 
and in an oblique maner to let Sec- 
retary Stimson take a hand in the 
liquidation of the war and 
the 


maintenance of peace. But for ten 
years the Republican party pro- 
claimed 
its conviction that 
the 


United States had no active respon- 
sibility for and direct interest in 
the organization of a stable inter- 
national world. 


On this unstable foundation the 


Republican party for ten 
years 


pursued economic policies which 
would have been contradictory and 
ruinous under the most favorable 
conditions. 
Disregarding the stu- 


pendous historic 
change wrought 


in our economic life by the trans- 
formation of 
the United 
States 


from a debtor to a creditor nation, 
the Republicans proceeded with the 
greatest vehemence to expand our 
exports of manufactured goods, to 
shut our markets 
to imports of 


manufactured goods, 
to increase 


our foreign investments. They en- 
couraged foreign customers to buy 
and foreign debtors to borrow, and 
they made it as difficult as possible 
for customers and debtors to pay. 
By these policies they sucked half 
the monetary gold of the world in- 
to the United States, and laid the 
foundation of the great inflation of 
the Twenties. 


I am saying nothing that has not 


been said dozens of times before. 
This indictments 
of Republican 


post-war policy has been 
made 


-again and again, and so far as I 
know, no responsible Republican 
spokesman has ever 
attempted to 


answer it. 


# * * 


This, then, is the main reason 


why as an independent voter I feel 
justified in approaching the choice 
with a distinct prejudice in favor 
of a change: 
But, of course, it 


would be unreasonable to vote for 
a change unless one could feel suf- 
ficient 
confidence 
in Governor 


Roosevelt's leadership of the Demo- 
crats to believe that he was not 
jumping out of the frying pan into 
the fire. 


All through the preconvention 


campaign and for some weeks fol- 
lowing Governor Roosevelt's nom- 
ination, the choice seemed to me 
to be at best a very sour one. Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt went about the 
business of getting himself nom- 
inated in a way which, though not 
unusual, was disheartening. 
The 


Democrats in the House had made 
a spectacle of themselves. When the 
time for nominating arrived, the 
Governor was seen to be doing po- 
litical business with a number of 
people whom I, for one, should not 
like to see exercising influence in 
the determination of American po- 
licies. 
These circumstances, com- 


bined with the fact that the Gover- 
nor himself had in the past been 
distinguished more for his amiabil- 
ity than for his grasp of public af- 
fairs, raised the gravest possible 
doubt as to whether in such critical 
times power could be entrusted to 
him and his following. 
* 
* 
%> 


The events of the past two 


months have done much to allay 
these fears and to force me at least 
to revise some of my earlier opin- 
ions. It is clear enough, I believe, 
that those elements in the Demo- 
cratic party with which Governor 
Roosevelt did business to obtain 
delegates have no mortgage on him. 
Even if one discounts positive as- 
surances on this score, it would be 
necessary to believe it from the 
character of his campaign. He has 
not talked like Huey Long and he 
has not talked like Mr. Hearst, and 
the men who surround him and 
advise him are quite plainly the 
responsible members of his party. 


On the score of his own abilities 


my own judgment has been great- 
ly modified 
by the manner 
in 


which he conducted the Walker 
hearings. They were a very severe 
test. For while good speeches can 
be written for any candidate, there 
in the Walker hearings he was ex- 
posed on all sides 
and nothing 


could have saved him except his 
own capacity to master an exceed- 
ingly intricate mass of evidence. 
That he did master it, that he re- 
vealed a most unusual power of 
seeing what 
mattered, that 
he 


showed poise and 
judgment and 


tact, no one would deny. Now the 
ability to conduct 
successfully a 


•ami-Judicial 
procMdinf 
of this 
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sort is not final proof of stateman- 
like ability, tut a man cannot put 
on a first-rate performance of this 
sort and not have more intrinsic 
capacity than many of us had pre- 
viously believed was his. 


My own respect for Mr. Roose- 


velt's fitness has grown steadily 
since he started on his Western trip. 
This is not due to the fact that on 
the whole the Governor's criticisms 
seem to me true and his proposals 
intelligent. A newspaper man who 
has been in many political cam- 
paigns is not very susceptible to 
the charm of set speeches, especial- 
ly if he has worked in the factories 
where such things are fabricated. 
What impresses me most about the 
Western speeches is not their form, 
though it is excellent, nor their 
scope, which is adequate, but the 
quality of judgment which they dis- 
play. The ghost-writer can produce 
campaign speeches, but it is the 
candidate himself who, with the 
best advice he can obtain, deter- 
mines when and where and how far 
to commit himself on the issues he 
talks about. By this test I doubt 
whether any candidate in our re- 
cent history has made a more wise- 
ly conceived campaign than has Mr. 
Roosevelt. 


He has come back from the West 


having won the confidence of suf- 
fering and discontented voters by 
showing a reasoned understanding 
of their problems. Yet he has made 
no considerable number of specific 
pledges that cannot be redeemed. 
He has talked about the chief prob- 
lems which confront the next ad- 
ministration. He has talked as con- 
cretely as any candidate I know of 
has ever talked, and yet he has 
driven 
very few pegs 
into the 


ground that he will have to pull 
out later with his teeth. In short, he 
has conducted himself not as an ir- 
responsible fellow seeking to catch 
votes regardless, but as a man con- 
scious that the time is not far dis- 
tant when he will have to assume 
responsibility as President. 
* * * 


Having been satisfied that the 


controlling 
influences of his ad- 


ministration would be the best that 
the Democratic party contains, hav- 
ing become convinced that the Gov- 
ernor's abilities have either been 
underrated or, as is more likely, 
that he has been young enough to 
develop and mature impressively, 
and believing that Democratic poli- 
cies as set forth in the platform and 
his speeches are more nearly repre- 
sentative of the true national inter- 
est than Republican policies, I- shall 
vote cheerfully for Governor Roose- 
velt. 


That this means voting also for 


Mr. Garner does not add to my 
pleasure but I can endure it when I 
think of Mr. Curtis.

The consideration which clinches 


the argument in my mind is that 
only by the election of Roosevelt 
does there appear to be any pros- 
pect whatever of orderly govern- 
ment in the next two years. Should 
Mr. Hoover be elected, there is no 
chance now in sight that he will 
command a working majority in 
either branch of 
Congress. 
The 


Senate, by the manner in which 
vacancies occur this year, is certain 
to be Democratic; the House, judg- 
ing by every indication, is certain 
not to be Republican. For, it must 
be remembered, that the Repub- 
lican party is actually split as it has 
not been split since 1912, and even if 
Mr. Hoover were to squeeze by he 
would have a hostile coalition in 
his hands. 


Now there are some who are vot- 


ing for Mr. Hoover in the belief that 
he will stand firm and veto all the 
undesirable things that next Con- 
gress will wish to do. They exagger- 
ate, I think, the power of the veto 
and they forget the importance of 
affirmative action on many grave 
matters. My own belief is that the 
country will obtain a more coherent 
government 
from 
a Democratic 


Congress le« by Mr. Roosevelt than 
from a Democratic Congress in per- 
petual deadlock with Mr. Hoover. 
For two years at least, while the 
prestige of the new President is 
high and the patronage is still dis- 
turbed, the chances of leadership 
and discipline seem to me far great- 
er under Roosevelt than under 
Hoover. 


The next two years—I look no 


further ahead because no one can— 
will be very important. When I 
tLink that after all the miseries of 
the people they still are patient 
enough to have confidence in so 
moderate a man as Governor Roose- 
velt, I wonder what the conserv- 
atives are thinking of when they 
talk as if the foundations of society 
were imperilled by the likelihood 
of his victory. The truth, as I see it, 
is that the election of Roosevelt 
will not only facilitate many read- 
justments which it is imperative to 
make, but will insure the co-opera- 
tion and the patient responsibility 
of a multitude of men who would 
otherwise be merely embittered and 
reckless. With the election of Roose- 
velt there is, in short, a prospect of 
national unity in the trying days to 
come, whereas the re-election of 
President Hoover opens up a long 
vista of frustrated discontent and 
recrimination.

Commission Lists Deaths 


Caused by This Medium 


D u r i n g August 


In an effort to illustrate the dan- 
ger that lurks in the careless use 
and handling of naptha and gaso- 
line, tha Industrial commission of 
Wisconsin, in a special bulletin to 
Fire Chief George P. McGillan, 
points out the deaths of Wisconsin 
residents during August from this 
cause: 


"Max Selky, 10 years old, of Mil- 


waukee lighted a match to look in- 
to a gasoline tank. 


Wayne Berg, seven years old, of 


Milwaukee, and several other boys 
of about the same age were play- 
ing in an alley with a tomato can 
partially filled with gasoline. One 
of the boys threw a lighted match 
into the can igniting the gasoline. 
Another tried to kick the can away. 
The burning gasoline splashed over 
Wayne and he became a living 
torch. He died in a hospital. 


"Mrs. Sophie Huepler was clean- 


ing spots off clpthing with gasoline 
near a kitchen' stove. The fire in 
the stove ignited the gasoline va- 
por and enveloped her in flames. 


"Mrs. William Knuth of Denmark 


cleaned clothes in the basement 
with naptha. The fumes were ig- 
nited when she lighted a match 
near the furnace. 
"Henry E. Buchta of Milwaukee 


siphoned gasoline from his automo- 
bile tank 
so that his daughter 
might clean a dress. While doing so 
he lighted 
a cigarette and was 
burned to death. 


"Mrs. James Henderson of Elk- 


horn put naptha in her washing 
machine to clean clothes. When she 
started the electric motor of the 
machine flames shot through the 
air and ignited her clothing. 


"H. A. Ohde of Waukesha was 


out alone in a motor boat. He drop- 
ped a lighted cigarette into some 
gasoline and oil in the engine pit. 
When an explosion tossed burn- 
ing brands all about him he leaped 
overboard and swam to a near-by- 
yacht. 


"Gasoline and naptha when ex- 


posed evaporate rapidly. 
The va- 
pprs mix -with the air and this 
mixture becomes a deadly explo- 
sive. When the mixture is in the 
right proportion a lighted match or 
cigarette, a stove fire, a pilot light, 
an electric spark, a spark from any 
tool of iron or a static electrical 
spark resulting from rubbing fab- 
rics, particularly silks or wools, is 
all that is needed to cause a vio- 
lent explosion. 


"Modern 
cleaning 
plants 
no 


longer use gasoline or naphtha for 
dry cleaning but use a much safer 
solvent. Through 
fires, 
deaths, 
burns and 
injuries, they 
have 
learned the lessons of safety to life 
and property. The general public 
seems slow in learning these les- 
sons. Even the sad experience of 
others, as detailed above, does not 
drive home the lessons. The in- 
dividual waits until deaths and fire 
invades_ his own home and family.

change. Aristotle would have call- 
ed all'this merely change, said the 
speaker. He was forced to agree 
that if men, 'who used to kill each 
father with" tomahawks and now do 
it with- bombs and cannon, still

change.. Unless the- purposes are 
different, man's knowledge is as 
slim as before, he added.

The conservation division of the 


federation hopes to make of the 
annual meeting an opportunity to 
give a strong impetus to its pro- 
gram. The division is receiving the 
support of E. W. Tinker, federal 
forester in charge of the national 
forests of the lake states. 
On the 
map of Wisconsin there are now six 
national forest areas, and they pre- 
sent to Tinker and members of the 
state's women's clubs a vast and an 
undeveloped source of wealth 
to 
the lake states region. 


In Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan there are 20,000,000 idle 
acres on which forests might as 
well be growing, Tinker reported to 
the federation conservation divi- 
sion. Assuming that with proper 
forestation the ultimate income 


would be only $1 an acre annually, 
the enrichment of the region would 
be $20,000,000 a year, and club wo- 
men have decided that such a sum 
is worth working for. 


The spiritual and artistic value of 


forests are not being overlooked 
by the women, but for the moment 
they are stressing the economic 
benefits of the woodlands, it was 
said by Mrs. " Edward La Budde, 
chairman of the federation's con- 
servation division.

THE LYTTON REPORT 


As generally expected the Lytton com- 


mission report 
condemns Japan's pro- 


gressive military occupation of Manchuria. 
At the same time it sharply indicts China's 
governmental weakness" and -administra- 
tive disorders. 


The report recommends direct conver- 


sations between China "and Japan, having 
as their ultimate object treaty settlements 
of the points at issue and subject to in- 
ternational advice and'assistance in case of 
disagreement. Such treaties should con- 
form as nearly as possible to the formulas 
governing international relations and con- 
duct as are laid down by the covenant of 
the league of nations,.the Briand-Kellogg 
pact and the nine^ower treaty." 


The two major premises iif. the present 


demands of China and Japan, that, first, 
the _ status quo ante shall be Testored or, 
second, that the present Manchurian re- 
gime shall be maintained, are condemned 
as unsatisfactory. The former, being Chi- 
na's demand, would 
be "no solution," 


while the latter Japanese plan "dbes not 
appear to be 'compatible with fundamen- 
tal principles existing in international ob- 
ligations nor with good understanding'be-A 
tween the two countries upon which peace 
in the far east depends." 


The Lytton commission does, however, 


emphasize the need for" international co- 
operation in the internal reconstruction 
of China as a final requisite for any satis- 
factory solution. It has been China's dis- 
order, the chronic civil wars, graft and 
corruption among its leaders, that provid- 
ed the opportunity for Japanese entry in- 
to Manchuria, ostensibly to restore condi- 
tions of law and order, but really for the 
"purpose of acquiring Manchuria's natural 
resources and markets if Japan, with her 
teeming millions, is to survive. 


In any event the situation is extreme- 


ly interesting, involving as it does the 
whole future of international organization 
for peace. More than any other question 
that has heretofore come up for discus- 
sion, will the Manchurian problem bring 
into bold relief the frank and plain-spoken 
statement of President de Valera of the 
Irish Free State in his opening address as 
chairman of the league council, that "the 
league deals effectively only with minor 
matters. Vital problems are shelved, post- 
poned OP ignored . . . Powerful nations 
can paralyze the league's economic ac- 
tion." 


It is easy to envisage many influential 


league representatives furtively 
taking 


stock of their surroundings before step- 
ping gingerly around the corner to face 
the Manchurian issue, when it comes up 
for consideration. 


The league is not bound to adopt its 


commission's report. If it does not, it will 
but confirm the opinion now generally held 
that the league is impotent to deal with 
major issues, as so bluntly put by Mr. de 
Valera. If the report is accepted with 
likelihood of Japanese repudiation and 
defiance, the world's machinery for peace 
will be put to its severest test. In either 
case the fate of the league is in delicate 
balance.

KEROSENE FOR CHiGGEBS 
Pulex penetrans, chigoe, chigger, 


jigger, sand flea, rhinochopron, is a 
wee sma' insert, so very small that 
it is hard to see with the naked 
eye, in fact it is little larger than 
the famous Acarus scabiei which is 
responsible for old fashioned, sev- 
en" year itch. Like the' itch mite 
the chigger burrows into the skin, 
preferably about the toes or the 
tender skin of feet and legs unac- 
customed to exposure. Of course it 
is the female of the species' that 
causes the trouble. Like Mrs.' Aca- 
rus she digs in when she ia pre- 
paring for the coming" of her brood 
of little mites. 
The chigger pierces the .skin In an 
oblique direction and all but the 
lastjtwo segments of the'browning 
re^d "egg shaped insect becomes em- 
bedded in the Skin. Great' irrita- 
tion results, swelling sometimes an, 
abscess 'and-sometimes serious lym- 
phangitis or blood pqisoning. 
H ,you can see the chigger by 
means -of a magnifying lens, the 
best- treatment ds extraction with a 
heated needle, which, kills the in-- 
sectand its eggs. The wound which 
this leaves should be treated anti- 
septically say with a hot wet dress- 
ing of boric acid solution for a 
while and then some simple sterile 
ointment for a day or two. 


If you recognize the nature of the 
attack before the chiggers get dug 
in, one of the best remedies is kero- 
sene (coal oil) kept applied for 
an hour. This kills the insect with 
out too greatly irritating your skin. 
The kerosene should be kept ap- 
plied constantly, or if it is possible 
the affected surface immersed in it 
for half an hour or longer. 
In chigger regions it is necessary 


to sweep accumulations "of. dust 
from walls and floors, and to use 
insecticide powder such as pyreth- 
rum freely. 
The application of 


odorous lotions to the skin tends 
to repel chiggers just as it repels 
mosquitoes. 
A mixture1 of equal 


parts of olive oil, oil of tar, oil of 
cedar and oil of citronella makes -a 
good mosquito dope and offers some 
protection-against chiggers. 


A drop of turpentine on the spot, 
or even a quid of chewing tobacco 
discourages the burrowing propen- 
sities of a chigger, but the kero- 
sene treatment is the best all round 
pulicide, provided the person using 
it takes care to avoid proximity ol 
flame.

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Can Europe Come Back? 


This Is the eighteenth of a series of articles on the possibilities of 


economic recovery in Europe written by H. R. Knickerbocker, noted

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aged political forces of private cap- 
italism have returned to dominance 
in Germany. 


Incomparably the most effective 


of all these factors is the settlement 
of the reparations problem. 
The 


bare recital of the figures involved 
is impressive. 
Just eleven years 


ago the Paris Conference demanded 
of Germany $56,000,000,000 repara- 
tions, or slightly more than the en- 
tire estimated national wealth of 
the country at that time. Through 
the London Conference, the Ruhr 
occupation, the Dawes Plan this 
fantastic sum was pared down to 
the Young Plan total of about $10,- 
000,000,000. 
Lausanne cut this to 


the insignificant remnant of $750,- 
000,000, which need only be paid 
when the world credit market is 
willing to take up that amount of 
German bonds. 
Gains from Financial Adjustment 
What the fiscal gains to the Ger- 


man Government are from the dou- 
ble process of the inflation of 1919- 
1924, and the reparations annulment 
of 1932 may be appreciated by a 
consideration of the following sel- 
dom cited figures. 


The United States had a nublic 


debt of $1,225,000,000 in 1913. The 
war brought our debt un to $23.575,- 
000,000 in 1921. It is today $19,000,- 
000,000, or 
about $16 per 
capita. 


This is seventeen times the pre- 
war debt 


England had a public debt of $3,- 


530,000,000 in 1913 The war brought 
it up to $83,000,000,000 m 1919. The 
devaluation of sterling has brought 
it down today in terms of dollars to 


$26,000,000,000, or about $600 
per 


::apita. This is eight tunes the pre- 
war debt. 


France had a public debt of $6,- 


500,000,000 in 1913. The war brought 
it up to $57,000,000.000 in 1919. By 
inflation France brought her debt 
down to $14,000,000,000 today or $340 
per capita. This is about twice the 
pre-war debt. 


Germany had a public debt of $5,- 


200,000,000 in 1913. The war brought 
it up to $49,000,000,000 in 1919, not 
counting reparations. By inflation 
Germany brought her debt down to 
52,500,000,000 today, or $40 per cap- 
ta, and since reparations have been 
annuled this is the actual sum of 
her public debt. Even if the insig- 
nificant S750.000.000 of the Lausanne 
settlement is added, it only amounts 
to $3,250,000,000. Young plan pay- 
ments would 
have brought 
the 


whole German public debt up to 
about the size of the French debt. 
But at its present figure Germany's 
public debt is less than one-half her 
pre-war debt 
Public Debt Below Pre-War Total 


Thus as a result of the war the 


American public debt today is Sev- 
enteen times pre-war; the British 
is eight times pre-war; the French 
is twice pre-war, while the German 
is one-half of pre-war. Furthermore, 
according to German figures the to- 
tal public debt of the Reich, the 
states and the communes is today 
around $6,000,000,000, as compared 
with $8,000,000,000 before the war. 


There is no escaping the conclu- 


sion that the German public debt 
position as a result of the repara- 
tions cancellation is vastly better 
han that of America, England or 


France. 
America, whom Europe 


charges with having enriched her- 
self through the war, came out of 
it with a public debt that had in- 
creased more than the debt of any 
other participant. On the basis of 
the public debt alone, Germany 
came out best, France the next best 
and the two participants who had 
the least stake in the struggle, 
America and England, came out the 
worst. 
Whatever troubles the 
German 


Government may have had with its 
budget under reparations, the fact 
sf this enormously favorable change 
in her debt position today is enough 
to insure German industry a con- 
siderable advantage in the competi- 
tion for markets that will ensue in 
the race for prosperity. While 25 
per cent of American Federal taxes 
go to service and reduce the debt 
and 33 per cent of British and 30 
per cent of French taxes are de- 
voted to that end, only 5 per cent 
of German taxes are required for 
the interest on the inconsiderable 
debt of the Reich. A reflection of 
this factor is found today in the 
fact that the combined budgets of 
the Reich, states and 
communes 


amounting to around $5,000,000,000, 
at this moment of unparalleled un- 
employment show a total deficit es- 
timated at not more than $250,000,-. 
000. 


Changes Psychology 


But the fact that Germany has 


been at 
once relieved of paying 


around $400,000,000 a year is noth- 
ing compared to the psychological 
value of having got rid of the tri- 
bute. Until Lausanne it v/as un- 
patriotic to be prosperous. 
Before 


Lausanne Germany had to prove 
that she was doing her best to pay 
reparations, but could not pay. This 
was a formula that automatically 
strangled private initiative. It was 
felt that the gain that might be 
achieved through national prosper- 
ity would be more than compen- 
sated by the moral loss of having 
to render tribute to the enemy. 
Pessimism became the German re- 
hgion. The desire to be rid of rep- 


arations was so strong that it smoth- 
ered the normal desire for profits. 


Today it is no longer, necessary 


for Germany to try to prove that 
she cannot pay reparations. For 
thirteen years ihe Germany Samson 
threatened to pull down the temple 
of capitalism if he was not set free. 
Today he is free. Yet the habit of 
thirteen years is hard 
to break 


and there still persists a poisonous 
residue of the old attitude in the 
desire of a considerable group in 
Germany to prove now that she 
cannot 
pay her private 
debts 


abroad. 


The national Socialists, also, rob- 


bed of their most potent campaign 
cry of "No more tribute," are now 
endeavoring to" belittle the results 
of Lausanne, and their propaganda 
is able to make $750,000,000 look 
quite as large to the man in the 
street as $10,000,000,000. 
But the 


Tian in the street is not decisive for 
economic enterprise. 


Business leaders are 
perfectly 


aware of the real achievement of 
Lausanne and the chronic Germany 
bankruptcy propagandists are not 
likely to gain control of policy. The 
gain that Germany may achieve to- 
day through a sincere effort at na- 
tional prosperity is 
incomparably 


greater than 
the doubtful 
gains 


that might be achieved through de- 
faulting on her private obligations, 
and responsible Germany is acting 
accordingly. 


Next to the riddance from repara- 


tions, the most important factor in 
German recovery is the quality of 
her industrial equipment From 1919 
to 1924, through the inflation, Ger- 
man industry relieved itself of all 
its debt burden. From 1924 to 1929 
it borrowed abroad most oi this 
huge sum to modernizing its equip- 
ment. Today, in the opinion of ev- 
ery expert 
observer, there is 110

Teachers 
present stated that closer contact 
with the homes would make their 
way clearer in teaching of children, 
and parents stated that they be- 
lieved they could give aid in small 
ways and could profit by cooper- 
ating with the teachers. 


McMahon Favors Plan

He had consider- 
ably more than minimum, require- 
ments and was not ready to en- 
tirely give up the idea of a Slam 
merely because of that part-score. 
It was right at this point that South, 
by just a litle cool, logical think- 
ing, could have saved himself and 
his partner a lot of anguish and, 
incidentally, loss of voice. 
What 


could partner have to .deliberately 
overbid the game and make a 
Slam try that would possibly justify 
such a bid? He would have to have 
a minimum of five spades to the 
King, or at least six of the J-10; 
in addition, he must have the other 
two Aces, because even with these 
two Aces and the spade King he 
would have but 24 honor-tricks. If 
he were missing one of the Aces, 
he would have to have at least the 
King, and probably the King-Queen 
of diamonds, or, if lacking some of 
these values, he would have to 
make up this shortcoming by some 
playing strength, such as a single- 
ton in one of the suits. In other 
words, there is practically no hqld- 
ing that North - could have with 
which he would bid three spades, 
which, combined with South's 4J 
honor-tricks, would not give at least 
a very fine play for a Small Slam. 
Therefore, Smith's correct bid would 
have been to bid immediately she 
spades over three spades without 
any further ado and without forc- 
ing North, as he actually did, to 
make four additional bids on the 
same 2 honor-tricks.

They 
seek to recruit new armies from 
the veterans and the unemployed,

•programs for bonus cashing and 
general unemployment relief. No- 
ticeable among all the organs and 
organizations is a great hate for 
Mr. Hoover, the Great White Fa- 
ther who fooled the flag-waving 
bonus vets by turning the army 
loose on them. 
Two of the outfits have their 
national headquarters in Washing- 
ton—the B. E. F. Ranks and File 
of America and the Khaki Shirts 
of America. Each has organized 
scores of affiliated units over the 
country and reports the existence 
of various small camps or colon- 
ies which are miniatures of the 
camps the vets 
once set up in 


Washington.

The B. E. F. Rank and File 


aims to "unite and co-ordinate all 
veterans to promote political, social 
and economic justice."

B. E. F. Crusader" as the "official 
organ" and has produced a book by 
George Kleinholz, former bonus

called "The Battle of Washington— 
A National Disgrace." Another B. 
E. F. paper was published at Erie, 
Pa., but stopped.

The Khaki Shirts of America, 


which seems more actively inter- 
ested in all the unemployed, is 
headed by R. B. Ellison, another 
former B. E. F. national contact 
officer. 
It takes B. E. F. members as a 
nucleus, gives them life member- 
ships without cost, has a second 
class of membership for unemployed 
persons who promise to pay a dol- 
lar when they get jobs and a third 
a! ass for those who can pay now. 
Naturally, it is handicapped for 
lack of funds. Recently they ap- 
pealed to 48 governors to estab- 
lish state camps for the homeless 
unemployed. Receiving no encour- 
agement they have no addressed 
all American mayors urging a plan 
of winter billeting which will util- 
ize vacant stores and buildings. 


The idea is to make such con- 


centrations of the unemployed as 
self-sustaining as possible, reduc- 
ing per capita costs of relief. Khaki 
Shirt units are urging the plan in 
their various communities. 
Other so-called national organiza- 


tions grown from the B. E. F. exist, 
but the only one receiving any at- 
tention is still another 
Khaki 
Shirts, with headquarters at Kansas 
City.. Unlike the Khaki Shirts be- 
forementioned, it is militant, has 
Fascist tendencies, 
wears brown 
shirts and is said to plan mass 
demonstrations this winter, 
al- 
though the program is vague. Mem- 
bership is open to all, but its num- 
erous oficers must be veterans.

Soon Jeassu 
was reported at the head of a large 
army in the Steaoiog hills, waiting 
only for the end of the rainy sea- 
son to swoop down on Selassie, his 
enemy, jailer and successor. 
Selassie sent a force of troops af- 
ter Jeassu, however, and eventually 
the 15,000 spear-bearing 
warriors 
and the government troops with 
rifles brought him in. 


They took the former king of 
kings to a railroad station a few 
miles out of town and there, at 1 
o'clock of a summer morning, they 
put him on a special train and 
shipped him off in durance to God- 
jam, whistles blowing and the bell 
ringing. 
To finish up the work of peace, 
Haile Selassie also brought in Ras 
Hailou. His trial was* a matter of 
prime importance in the state. Five 
hundred peers and the assembled 
parliament of Abyssinia formed the 
court. He was found guilty of plot- 
ting against the government and 
sentenced to death. 


Haile Selassie 
then came for- 
ward, however, and in a moving 
oration, handed down the executive 
clemency. At the same time, how- 
ever, he banished the ras and con- 
fiscated all his feudal rights and 
properties. 


Selassie rubbed his hands, shrug- 
ged his shoulders—and went back 
to the task of trying to get a loan

-Washington— President Hoover's 
revelation of the crisis reached last 
winter with reference to the gold 
standard has revived discussion of 
trying moments in which partisan 
politics was cast aside and all ele- 
ments here worked to prevent a 
disaster. 
This statement which came some- 
what as a surprise was that part of 
the Des Moines speech in which Mr. 
Hoover said he had been advised 
by the secretary of the 
treasury 


that" within 
two weeks, unless 
emergency measures were put into 
Affect, America might be forced off 
the gold • standard. 
-The 'truth is nobody knew what 
would, happen if there were a gold 
panic-and, -while the gold standard 
is.a .matter of legislation and can 
only tie officially suspended by act 
of-congress, nevertheless the actual 
suspension would have occurred if 
America's -gold resources had been 
drained. 
There were two. forces which 
were draining gold. One was the 
hoarder—the American who put his 
gold into hiding and the American- 
who exported Ms gold to Switzer- 
land or Holland or some other coun- 
try—and the other was the Euro- 
pean speculator or investor who 
was selling American securities and 
demanding gold in payment. 


- . 
. Embargo Discussed 
-At one time, the Europeans held 
three billion dollars worth of Amer- 
ican securities and this was grad- 
ually reduced by sales to about one 
billion dollars. Europeans were say- 
ing .they intended to sell that billion 
dollars of securities and demand 
gold:of American banks. The dis- 
cussion at the time among New 
iPQrk ' banks was whether this 
should be permitted and some sug- 
gestions were received ty the gov- 
ernment'here from different sources 
to'the5 effect that a gold embargo 
might - be declared 
which would 


forbid exportation of gold. 


-But the decision was made sud- 


.dehly to • get the 
existing 
law 
amended so as to permit govern- 
ment . bonds to • be used as a basis 
for" insurance of currency instead 
of" eligible commercial paper and 
this 'increased the amount of gold 
available'as a base of currency. The 
Glass-Steagall law was 
rushed 
through - congress and saved 
the 


situation. 
•:-It is considered now to be doubt- 
ful whether the Europeans would 
have sold a billion dollars worth of 
securities and thus forced prices 
down- so low that before they could 
sell such an enormous quantity .they 


• might be .faced with only a fourth 
of that sum as possible proceeds. 
; The whole episode will for a long 
time no doubt be a subject of aca- 
demic study and while it may nev- 
er-.be proved whether America 
would or would not have been 
forced- off the gold standard, the 
fact remains, that it was a tight 
place and the government was able 
to .• survive 
the crisis 
and come 
through in a stronger gold position 
than .any other nation, 


France and other European coun- 
iries failed to take into account the 
faqt jthat tourist trade would be 
smaller and that the normal bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
States would begin to draw gold 
back to America. Since June $275,- 
000,000. in. gold has come back and 
each • day records more. The gold 
crisis is so long past that it now 
can be discussed as one of the big 
battles of the depression which 
turned into a substantial victory for 
America.
